Fact that Plaintiff Had Pur-

That a railway company. holding .2 
dominion charter takes precedence over 
a company incorporated by a provineial 
legislature is the principle enuneiated 
by Mr. Justice Beck, in a decision hand- 
ed down today, in connection with the 
ouse in which the Canadian Northern 
Western railway are the plaintiffs, and 
the C.P.R., the defendants, 

The G, N..W, asked for an injunction 
to prohibit the C,.P R. from construct- 
ing their Camrose-Alsask branch line 
over Jand which the plaintiffs alleged 
belonged to them. The G€.P.R. were 
building the line under authority from 
the dominion government, while the 
CG.N.W. oblained power to dulid their 
line from the Alberta legislature “during 
the session of- 4942, _ 

As an introduction to adengthy judg- 
ment, Mr, Justice Beck states that, in 
lis opinion, a dom{nion\ charter must 
take precedence over a provincial one, 
and consequently, a railway authorized 
by the dominion government has a pre. 
dominating claim over one incorporated 
by the province, 

Authority to construct a line granted 
by the dominion, Mr. Justice Beck 
states, cannot be derogated by the pro- 
Vineial~ authorities, Mr, Justice Beolk 
adds that it is not: necessary to con- 
sider ovhat Would have been the -posi- 
lion “had the -provincially: authorized 
railway been already constructed and 
the dominion” Ite inbuilt, as, In tie 
present case, steel has not been laid by 
cither company. 

The British North America Act, Mr. 
Justice Beck states, confers -on the 
dominion government the right to pass 
al legislation affecting railways ‘con- 
necting one province with another, and 
it is within’ this calegory that the C, 
N. W.’s line somes, Even although the 
C.N.W. may have purchased the land 
over Which the G.P.R. are bullding, in 
Mr, Justice Beck's opinion, a dominion 
chartered railway has the right to ex- 
propriate the land of. a provincial com- 
pany. The application of the plaintiffs 
is accordingly dismissed.

DYNAMITE FOUND 


TOBLOWUP NEW | 


YORK CITY HALL 


Mayor Gaynor in His Office at 
the Time the Explosive 
is Discovered 


PARTLY BURNED MATCHES - 
LOCATED NEAR MACHINE 


Fails to go Off Because Strip 
of Cotton Wool Keeps the 
Flame from Reashing De- 
tonator, 


New York Aug, 22.—A_ deadly 
charge of dynamite—three whole 40- 
inch sticks and two halves with a fuse 
and detonator—were discovered yes- 
terday afternoon near Mayor Gaynor's 
office windows in the ofty hall. The 
bureau of combustibles found that the 
explosive was 40 percent.dynamite, the 
regulation blasting proportion, and the 


amount found, If exploded, would have}. 


wreeked the city hall, 

The mayor was in his office when thé 
dynamite was discovered by a citizen 
passing through city hall park, Mr. 
Gaynor evinced little Interest when told 
of the explosive’s proximity, and re- 
mained apparently undisturbed at his 
desk while police officers hurriedly 
drew a cordon about the dynamite to 
keep back an excited crowd. 

Many Threatening Letters, 

Mayor Gaynor frequently receives 
threatening letters, but jiast night he 
would make no statement regarding the 
possible connection between any pre- 
vious menace by mall and the dynamite 
of yesterday. It is just three years 
azo this month that he was shot in the 
neck by a so-called crank and so badly 
wounded that for several days it was 
feared that he would dic. 

The dynamite found yesterday lay on 
1 basement door in a concrete moat, or 
area-way within 60 feet of the mayor's 
window, The explosive was arranged 
in lattice formation, with the two small 
pleces on top. A partly burned four- 
inch fuse. made of gun powder tightly 
rolled in a paper ‘cylinder led to a de- 
tonalig cap on one of the half sticks 
of dynamite, 

Partly B&rned Matches. 

Close to the explosive was a piece of 
Chinese punk and several partiy burn- 
ed matches, The dynamite and fuse 
were wrapped In a niece of heavy cam- 
bric secured by red and blue twine. 
The cloth was blue, with red and white 
figures, and resembled the fillets worn 
by Italian women of the working class. 

Khe bureau of combustible experis 
statesvthat the. only thing which pre- 
vented ‘a disastrous explosion was ‘the 
presence of a strip of cotton’ wool 
wound.s0 tightly about the base of the 
fuse that a spark could not reach the 
detonator. An edge of one dynamite 
stiek was slightly scorched. ,

So that the first man, convicted upon circum- 
stantial evidence, which must have been very faul- 
ly, got five years for the very same crime for which 
the man who confessed, and about whose guilt, 
therefore, all doubt was banished, got only two.

ment, a heaven-wide sense of ample- 
ness, spaciousness, where  petliness 
and all small thoughts and tempers be 
out of place.’ The Canadian welcome 
to the eminent philosopher was all the 
more cordial—as it was everywhere— 
because the tour was undertaken to 
pay debts Incurred by the failure of his 
publishing company and his type-set- 
ting machine venture. Mark Twain 
visited Easiern Canada many times and 
at Ottawa, in 14881, he wrote that 
“Canadian girls are so pretty that it 
is au relief now and then to sce a plain 
one.’ In 1883 he was the honored 
guest of the governor-general, the 
Marquis. of Lorne, and his wife, the 
Princess Louise, Queen Victoria's 
daughter. He rode in a carriage with 
the Jatter to attend the opening of 
parliament, aud, when a salute was 
fired, exclaimed, “‘Your Highness, 1 
have been honored in many ways in 
many Jands birt this {s the first time a 
salute has ever been fired in’ my 
honor."". From the beginning of lls 
oareer Mark Twain was highly popular 
among Canadian readers and before 
adequate copyright protection was af- 
forded to foreign authors, several pub- 
Ushers made fortunes out of “pirated” 
editions of his books, 


At Habelschwerdt, in Prussia, there 
will be celebrated today the centenary 
of that town's most famous son,. Titus 
Ulrich, the poet, The works of Ulrich, 
although Jittle known among English 
readers, still enJoy a wide popularity 
among the.poet's countrymen, and a 
new edition has been Issued to mark the 
centenary. ee 

Wlrich was born on August 22, 1843, 
and recelyed a French education trom 
his father, who was a man of wide 
learning and a lingquist, but very poor. 
Titus had to pay his way through the 
universities of Breslau and Berlin by 
acting as tutor to students possessed 
of more money, but less gray matter 
After leaving college, with the degreé 
of doctor of philosophy, he became a 
Journalist, but at first was not very 
successful and-hls poctic genlus often 
manifested {tself amid the direct priva- 
tions. : 

Tho poet who Ives in a bare gar- 
ret, and sings his songs from a fuil 
heart but an empty stomach, is an ap- 
pealing figure in fiction, but Ulrich 
Knew the grim realty. Some of. his 
best poems wero written while the 
pangs of starvation gnawed at his 
vitals, Bread and beer were — the 
staples of his diet, and often he was 
deprived of those necessities of life and 
for days at a time went hungry. ‘The 
privations he suffered naturally made 
him a political radical and many — of 
his pooms ayere -arraignments of the 
existing order, 

At this tims the lightnings of revolu- 
tion flamed along the European hori- 
zon.) Karl Max the chief of inter- 
national sclentific socialism, — preached 
the abolition of capital. Bakunin, the 
apostle of anerchism, was thundering 
against monarchist and all govern- 
ments and J.assalle’ was engaged in 
welding together the mighty fabric of 
German social democracy. Allover 
Germany the agitators of all kinds wore 
busy, attempting to overthrow the 
existing order, Ulrich was profound: 
ly affected by this abortive movement 
for the creation of a new earth, and 
took sides with those who were at- 
tempting to overturn thrones. One of 
his greatest works, entitled, “Victor,” 
published in 1848, was a bitter attuok 
on monarchy, ; 

After the failure of the various 
Europcan revolutions of 1848, Ulrich 
became more conseryative and more 
prosperous, His latter years were 
Spent as an cdltorlal ‘contributor on the 
staff of the National Zeiluns of Ber- 
lin, The most widely read of his poems 
is an epic, “Phe Song of Songs,” which 
was published in 1845, :

ANNIVERSARY OF FIRST YACHT 
RACE FOR THE AMERICA’S CUP 
It was the 22nd of August, 1854, 
just 62 years ago today, that witnessed 
the first race for what has since come 
to be called the Amenica's’ Cup, and 
treasured ‘as standing for ‘the blue rib- 
bon of the sea. That first race, be- 
tween English and American yachts 
was the beginning of a long series of 
contests, in which England has. tried 
in vain to recover the trophy. -As the 
poet says, it is a long worm that thas 
no turning, and perhaps Sir ‘Thomas 
Lipton will yet accomplish what has 
become the greatest ambition of his 
life, Perhaps, and then again, perhaps 
nol. : % 
The America, first winner of ‘ the 
Gup,” Was. a schooner of 170 tons, 
and avas built by George Steers, of New 


York, then famed as a‘builder of crack} 


pilot schooners. Commodore J. C. 
Stevens and other weallhy members of 
the. New -York Yacht club: furnished 
the capital and directed Steers to spare 
no expense. “A great‘ exhibition ~ was 
held in London in 41854, and yacht 
races were an important part of the 
program for the atifaction of visitors. 
It was expected” that the America 
would compete for the Queen’s cup, 
the famous trophy ‘of the Royal Yacht} 
Squadron, but, although the olub for 
that occasion threw the competition 
open to the world, Commodore Stevens 
declined to concede-the usual time al- 
lowance for difference of size. 

It was the fair spirit of the British 
sportsman that was responsible for the 


creation of the America's ‘Cup, The 
members of the Yacht Squadron, fear- 
Ing the reproach of ‘haying denied a 
visttor a fair’ chance, decided to offer
